One of the chief barriers to the 


extension of sweet potato growing in 
this country Is the Inability of farm- 
ers to keep sweet potatoes In storaga; 
so that they can be placed on the; 
market in winter when prices are good. 
Consequently most of the crop grown I 
Is consumed locally or sold at digging j 
time when prices are low. 
A few| 


sweet potatoes go to northern mar-: 
kets in winter, and even In the South 
they cannot be obtained with any de- 
gree of certainty at 
that 
season. 


Specialists of the department of agri- 
culture believe that If storage methods 
and principles were better understood, 
far more sweet potatoes would be 
available for winter use.

So 
In the still hours between midnight 
and day, ot a sultrj July night, a 
determined dozen mer and five good 
mule teams visited old Ada and 
soon a house on wheels could hare 
been seen wending its way slowly 
to the South, and c.t daylight, this 
house rested on a new foundation 


Eight from the beginning, to hold 
the supremacy of Ada. The rail- 
road officials favored Rofft and ne7- 
er failed .to give A'la a, black eye .i.f 
they could, and three years after 
Ada was established it was not giv- 
en as a station on the official guide 
of the Frisco Railroad.

The i'irst passenger train on the 


Frisco ran intoi Ad.- December 10. 
1900, and Ada'know then, she had 
the making of a city within her pos- 
sibilities. Now a Court is a -neces- 
sary adjunct to a City, and the only 
one existing in this section of the 
country was a Commissioner's Court 
at Center. Ada decided' she wanted 
that Court. So did Roff. The pre- 
siding Judge, U. G. Wintt, moved 
that court to Roff. At once Ad» 
men had Judge Wi-iu removed, and 
Judge Denny appointed, who movod 
the Court to Ada, April 1, 1901. 
The first single Statehood cony«n-k 
tion, in wnich hot1: old Oklahoma 
and Indian Territoiy participated, 
was held in the fall of 1901 at Mc- 
Alester, and Messrs. John Beard 
and Otis Weaver appointed them- 
selves delegates to this meeting and 
paid their own expenses, but kept 
their ears open for anything that 
might help Ada.

they heard much talk of county 
and district lines being made for a 
new State. Home tb*y came with the 
idea that Ada should have a fed-

much importance. A party of Indi- 
ana capitalists, headed by Adam 
Seek, were seeking a location for 
a cement plant. We had plenty of 
shale to offer, and we could make 
UP the money to buy the land asked 
by the company fov this plant but 


made talks on the advantages to be 
derived 
from securing a Normal,, 


and tho need for speedy action 
i f j 


sne was to be seemed. Tom Hope 
ook up a, collection and secured a 
goodly sum to pay expenses of dele- 
gates to Guthrie to lobby for tho 
school. This was only the beginning 
of the collections, and the women 
raised hundreds of dollars toward 
this fund for the session was a long 
one and we had to keep our dele- j 
jatea always on the ground, and 
;housands of dollars were left in 
Guthrie by Ada me,n working for a 
Normal School. The bill passed the 
House but failed In the Senate— 
was re-Instated—tailed up 
again, 


and after a strugftle too long to 
tell here, the bill passed, placing a 
Normal School at Ada, but made 
no appropriation for its mainten- 
ance. We were too elated over our 
victory to care much about that. 
Again we made up money—this 
time to c-auip a Temporary build- 
ing and to pay the faculty which op- 
ened our normal the following fall,; 
We believed the 
r.ext 
legislature! 


would re-imburse our citizens for 
this expense, and a later legislature, 
did in part, but to this good day, 
much of that expense remains un- 
paid. Yes, it cost many thousands 
to secure our Normal School, but 
we think it cheap ai that, and no 
amount of money would induce us 
to give up our pricit—East Central 
Normal. 


It was in the spring of 1909 that 


the greatest, tragedy in Ada's his-, 
tory came. As in all countries re-| 
mote from railroad facilities, and 
large towns, an element that had 
little regard for law and order, 
terrorized the country, but as Ada 
grew, these were driven further in- 
land—some going to other states. 
There was a U. P. Marshall, Guss 
Bobbitt, who hastened the departure 
of many of these, r.ud some of them 
had ,1 hatred for him they could 
not forget. Bobbin numbered his 
friends about Ada by hundreds and 
his enemies knew they could not kill 
him in tho open, but on the 27th 
of February, 1909, he was shot from 
ambush while riding to his home 
near Lawrence. The finding of his 
dead body aroused the whole town 
and county to hunt and punish the 
assassins. Rome weeks later 
four 


men, two of whom, Jessie West and 
Joe Allen, were known to be Bob- 
bitt's enemies, and had threatened 
his life, were arrested, and with 
them Jim Miller, a hired assassin, 
and one Burnell, the 
go-between. 


On the 17th of March a mob of de- 
termined men took these men from 
the Ada jail and hung them In the 
old Frisco barn. While deploring 
mob law, there is none who re- 
grets that speedy justice was meted 
to the outlaws, and served a whole- 
some purpose in giving notice to 
those who might be guilty of such 
crimes, that they probably would 
share the fate of those hanging in 
the Frisco barn.

that when Ada, Indian Territory, 
was a star route post office, miles 
from any railroad, there was an

It has a storage capacity 
of 500 cars of quarry run matrial, 
with which it would be able to run 
the plant for three months. It has 
a clinker storage of 125,000 bar- 
rels, and when the new stock house 
is completed, the two Ada plants 
will have a cemen't storage which 
will hold one quarter of a million 
barrels.

power plant in southeastern Okla- 
homa. 
They sent engineers who 


went over the probable locations. 
They surveyed the Washita river 
with a view of harnessing the water 
and getting their power from the 
water itself. . This plan had to be 
given up for several reasons. 


Water Not Practicable. 


After going over the matter thor- 


oughly, they decided that the best 
place was near Ada where cheap 
gas could be obtained as fuel and 
there was plenty Of water for all 
purposes, save that of 
generating 


the power itself. 
At first it waa 


decided to put the plant in town, 
but later it was decided to put it 
six miles north where there 
are 


springs and water galore. 


The building was started. 
The 


war came OTJ, making the acquiring 
of material difficult. 
After much 


wire pulling and hard work, 
the 


machinery was shipped and the gi- 
ant pieces were put In place. Now 
those great dynamos turn night and 
day, 
making "juice" to light 
the 


pathway of man in the towns and 
cities. 
The stock of the company 
was 


later transferred to those parties 
owning several other plants in this 
part of the state, and this plant is 
to be the central station for a giant 
industry that will make power for 
a half 'million people.

During the month 57.270 


cattle were tested by state and fed- 
eral veterinarians engaged In co-op- 
erative tuberculosis-eradication work. 
Herds or lots tested numbered 3,251, 
and the total number of reactors 
found was 2,821, an averuge of slight- 
ly less than one reactor for each. 


From the standpoint of the number 


of animals'tested the drive against 
! tuberculosis was most vigorous In 
'Minnesota, where 6,269 cattle under- 
;went the test. Vermont was second 
.with 4,035 and Washington third with 
:8,855 cattle tested. 


The figures, live stock specialists ot 


ithe department point out indicate the

Greatest Importance. 


BO they fall to hold sufficient water 
for the needs of the cnttto. In most 
cases the water supply cannot be 
materially Increased, so care must be 
taken to conserve what la available. 
It IB advisable to fence around springs 
to prevent the cattle from tramping 
the earth and polluting the water. 
The maximum use of water from a 
spring can be obtained l,y providing 
two or three troughs set so that the 
overflow from one will run into the 
next one. This arrangement not only 
makes the water more accessible to 
the stock but keeps It cleaner and 
better.

* 
Pneumatic Chisel. 


Loredo Taft, a Chicago sculptor, it 


is stated, has installed in his studio 
a pneumatic chisel, by means of which 
the work of outlining marble statues 
is greatly simplified. The old method 
of carving with mallet and chisel is 
not only laborious, but rather awlt- 
ward for the sculptor, since only one 
hand Is left free to guide •the chisel. 
In the case of the pneumatic chisel 
both' hands may be used for this pur- 
pose. 
The pneumatic chisel Is driven 


by compressed air, at a pressure of 77 
pounds per square Inch, operating 
through a flexible tube, the air being 
compressed in a large tank by^ means 
of an electric motor. The air pass- 
Ing through the tube has the effect 
of driving the chisel back and forth 
against the stone, just as if it were 
hjt by a mallet. 
The chisel, of 


course, is used only to outline the 
statue roughly, the finishing work all 
being done by hand.

Satisfactorily Used Now In Enthonia, 


It May Be Taken Up by Other 


* Countries. 


Railroads In Esthonia seem in a fair 


way to discard coal In favor of 'bitu- 
minous shale, 
a substance common 


enough In seoloprical formations to 
make the Estlionlan experiment widely 
Interesting. Lacking coal, the Estlio- 
nlan provisional government has been 
Investigating the possibilities .of shale, 
and. as the report comes by way of 
Helslngfors, shale Is now being used 
for a good many purposes. The gas 
factory at Eeval, for example, Is using 
shale exclusively for makrog gas. But, 
so far, shale has not been adopted 
as a fuel, and wood Is being burned 
In the flre-boxes. The factory prob- 
ably waits to see how completely shale 
can be used to run railway trains, 
and the railway factory In Beval Is 
now experimenting with fire-boxea 
suitable to using shale In a locomotive. 
That It can be successfully used, how- 
ever, seems to have been proved. Cost 
Is a strong argument for the use of 
shale, and 8 marks for a pood, or 
some 80 or 40 pounds, of shale, as 
against 30 marks for the same meas- 
ure of coal makes It T«ry much cheap- 
er. It would be odd, but not impos- 
sible.

CARRY OWN WOOD TO SCHOOL 


French Children Study Their Lessoni 


In Cold Buildings With Shell- 


Torn Holes. 


Children of Laon, In the devastated 


Alsne district, have to take their own 
wood to school. Instead of swinging 
along merrily, as American children 
do, with their books tinder their arm*, 
each thin little youngster staggen 
along under an armful of wood, shell- 
ehattered tree trunks or bits of Um- 
ber from trench and dugout. It Is the 
only method of keeping warm In the 
desolate schoolrooms.

schools In northern France, Lincoln1! 
persevering studies, by the light of a 
big log fire ceasifto be remarkable. 
The back room of a cafe, the cold In- 
terior of a village church with the 
wind whistling through apertures In 
the walls made by shells, or perhaps 
the one remaining room of the former 
schoolhouse are the places where the 
French children are studying without 
books, paper or pencils through the 
long, cold, dark winters of northern 
France. 


For blackboards the bare walls are 


used. Charcoal or bits of chalk from 
the white cliffs of the country must 
serve as pencils. A few of the more 
fortunate children have bits of slate 
from some shattered roof upon which 
they painfully execute their lessons.—

PRESENT DAILY PRODUCTION 
OF OIL REACHES 
12OO BARRELS 


The Allen district and the men engaged in oil develop- 
ment have never given themselves over to the insane 
scramble of over anticipation which has been the case of 
many oil fields. To the contrary, the oil activities have 
been carried on in a sensible and conservative manner. 
Just the same as any other enterprise. This does not 
mean however, that it is a field that is not producing 
to the extent of creating any flurry of excitement for 
the surveys of the best geologists of the country are 
most encouraging for the development of a field that 
will make the oil interests sit up and take notice. 


At present, the field has about one hundred and thirty 
five producing wells with a daily production of approx- 
imately twelve hundred barrels. The average depths of 
the wells are from 750 to 800 feet and is of a good 
gravity of oil. 


While indications of oil have been noticeable in this sec- 
tion for years, real activity in going after it did not 
commence until the year 1917. Since that time steady 
operations have been going on. Not of the scattered 
wild cat order but of conservative and well selected 
locations with a result that the dry holes are far in .the 
minority and far below that of the average oil field. 


It is true that wells of great production have not been 
brought in but those of the smaller production of paying 
quantities have been marked by their regularity and 
lasting qualities. Many wells in other fields are not 
producing any more and as a rule it is necessary to go 
to a depth of the about 2000 feet to strike production. 
Considering the depth of the-Allen field, the saving of 
drilling expense and the casing used, these wells are 
paying more on the average investment than those of 
other fields that have gained more prominence. > 


One deep test is now being drilled by the Texas Com- 
pany north of Allen in section 6-5-9. This well is now 
at about seven hundred feet and it is the intention of 
the company to attain'a depth of at least 2500 feet. An- 
other deep test has been contracted for south of Allen 
in section 2-4-8 calling for a depth of at least 2500 feet. 
These tests will be watched by all of those interested in 
oil development with keen interest for they may bring 
forth results that would'mean greater activity in this 
field than ever hoped for. 


The Tidal Oil Company who have bought out the ihr 
terests of the K. C. Oil Company in this field at an ap- 
proximate purchase price of a half million dollars, have 


already let a contract for the drilling of fifty new wells 
this year and contemplate sinking another fifty making 
one hundred wells all told for this one company alone 
this year. With the drilling planned by other companies 
and the various other individual projects on foot, the 
activities in the Allen field this year will be on a far 
larger scale than all activities combined heretofore in- 
dulged in. 


Allen has at present, established and in operation a re- 
finery operated by the Universal Petroleum Corpora- 
tion that has a capacity of 2000 barrels a day. This re- 
finery, last year shipped approximately $800,000 worth 
of products based on a price of $1.25 a barrel. With the 
present prevailing prices, the next year's output will 
naturally far exceed that of the previous year. 
As before stated, it is not the intention to exaggerate 
the prospects of the Allen district, but to set forth in 
concise form, just what exists in it in the way of reas- 
onable future development.

pan Is equally primitive. A Japanese 
vessel with a fishing concession comes 
from Japan loaded with articles for 
trade, and these are exchanged for 
furs and gold. The fishing vessel then 
returns to Japan, carrying the gold 
and furs It has received for Its mer- 
chandise. With mining carried on sys- 
tematically a gold-producing region 
that covers hundreds of square miles 
would be yielding the precious metal, 
but such operations are of course out 
of tho question until stable govern- 
ment Is established.

But the grain 
does not always Increase the flow of 
milk above what it would have been 
without grain, enough to pay the dif- 


. fercnce in the {ceil bill. Dairy special- 


ists of the United States department 
of agriculture believe that in many 
casos more grain is fed to dairy cows 
that can be Justified by the results In 
milk and Imtterfnt.

Ttoe experience of the past season 


with the European corn borer leads 
the United States department of agri- 
culture to make the statement that, ap- 
parently, there Is little justification 
for alarm over the possibility of this 
Insect's becoming a menace to the corn 
crop throughout the entire country. 
While tlie corn borer Is a post to be j 
reckoned with and one that may cause 
considerable injury to susceptible va- 
rieties of corn in certain localities, Its 
effect on 'tlie corn crop of the country 


. as a whole, especially In the corn belt, 


Is unlikely to be serious. 


These reassuring facts have been 


discovered as Hie result of the depart- 
ment's work during the past season: 


Serious Damage Only Near Boston. 
Up to the present time, the corn 


borer has Inflicted considerable dam- 
age to corn only in the Boston district, 
where the corn grown Is of the sweet 
end dwarf varieties and where the 
corn borer, owing to the climatic In- 
fluence of the gulf stream, is two- 
brooded. 
After ten years of slow 


spread, the Insect has attacked occa- 
Blonal fields of sweet and flint corn, 
under conditions favoring multiplica- 
tion of the borer, to the extent of near- 
ly 100 per cent of the stalks and 20 to 
CO per cent of the ears. 
However, In 


most of the fields In the area now In- 
vaded In coastal Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire, the Injury has been 
negligible. Wlien the corn borer larvae 
are limited to the stalks, the ears, as

country, then, Is minimized by the 
slight susceptibility of common corn 
to borer attacks; by the practical cer- i 
talnty that the insect will be single- | 
brooded over the main corn-growing j 
areas and that where single-brooded It i 
inflicts no injury even on small types i 
of corn; and that good culture In j 
clean surroundings appears to be a con- , 
trol measure.

Where Borer Is Known to Occur. 
The European corn borer Is now - 


known to occur over the entire coastiil 
region 
of 
Massachusetts, 
Including 


Cape Cod and adjacent Islands, and 
over several towns In southern New 
i 


Hampshire, approximately 1,800 square 
miles; In New York, In the Mohawk 
vnlley between Amsterdam find At- j 
bany, about 800 square miles; In j 
[western New York, over an area of I 
at least 500 square miles, and the area 
of known Infestation Is constantly ex- 
panding as the survey proceeds; and 
over a limited area In Erie county, 
Pennsylvania. 


In view of this known wide distribu- 


tion and the possibility that It may ex- 
ist In numerous other localities, and 
In view, also, of the large number of 
plants on which It feeds, the depart- 
ment of agriculture realizes that ex- 
termination of the corn borer Is out of 
the question except perhaps In limited 
areas of Intensive production, and that 
the problem now is to determine the 
areas infested, the economic Impor- 
tance of the Insect In different regions, 
and the possibilities of practical con- 
trol or extermination within 
small 


areas. 
For this purpose, congress has 


been asked to make an appropriation 
of $500,000.

- The citizens do not 
contemplate a boom but feel that the town is. destined 
to increase materially from its growing natural re- 
resources.

HERE is a new light in the East. The brightest day 
in all the history of the Red Man's land has dawned. 
From the skies of the receding night a hardy band 


of pioneers, builders of an empire have plucked the 
brightest star and with brave hands and patriotic hearts 
pinned it to the azure field of Old Glory, adding a new 
luster to the Nation'se flag. 


In imperishable letters a new name has been inscrib- 


ed up the banner of freedom—a name synonymous 
with success, with beauty, grandeur, patriotism, filedity, 
prosperity, loyalty and love of home; a name crooned as 
a lullaby in bygone days, when, sitting in the twilight of 
the boundless prairies, the Indian mother from her tepee 
watched the shadows lengthen into night and put her lit- 
tle ones to sleep; a name interwoven in the matchless 
history of marvelous things accomplished by those who 
dared to put their blood and brain and brawn into the 
contest and win a victory where defeat seemed most cer- 
tain; a name now heard along the arteries of commerce, 
in the busy marts of trade and wherever beats the Na- 
tion's throbbing heart of industry: OKLAHOMA.

Writing of the romance of military 


Insignia, Col. Robert E. Wyllle doubt-

when lie Informed them that the first 
military medal \vas probably awarded 
by a Chinese emperor, some 1,900 
years ago. The statement falls pat 
with an article by Mr. T. L. Leo, a 
Chinese student of the history of his 
own country, published In Asia maga- 
zine, In which Mr. Leo looks hack to 
Chinese military practice, In the early 
centuries of tho Christian er,a, and 
shows how the treatise on the "Art of 
War," written by the ancient Chinese 
military leader. Sun Wu, correspond- 
ed to the maxims of Frederick the 
Great, which were In turn eipressed 
by von Ht-adenbuTg.- The military past 
of China Is nowadays very generally 
overlooked, and the explanation ad- 
vanced by Mr. Leo Is Interesting at 
this period.
